Millions 
Attend Quiet 
Labor Rallies 


Record crow@s of Japanese 
celebrated May Day yesterday 
in labor rallies throughout the 
country. The May Day Execu- 
tive Committee estimated the 
celebrants at 4,600,000 and the 
number of rallies at 580. 

The Police Agency, on the 
basis of police reports from the 
prefectures, said there were 862 
rallies. It said there were abou’ 
two million participants. lower 
than the sponsors’ figure but 
almost double the police figure 
for last year. 

All reports said May Day was 
observed quietly. The Police 
Agency up until late yesterday 
had no reports of disturbances 
or law-breaking. 


This year’s May Day was the 
29th observed in Japan and the 
12th after the war. 

Yesterday also marked the 
start of the 21-day election cam- 
paign, with the Imperial pro- 
clamation setting May 22 as the 
date of the election. 


Although participants at the 
rallies were cautioned not to 
display election placards, post- 
ers attacking the Kishi Govern 
ment were much in evidence. 

In Tokyo, central May Day 
festivities were held in front of 
the art gallery at the Meiji 
Shrine Outer Gardens, the same 
site as last year’s rally. 

The May Day Executive Com- 
mittee placed the number of 
persons attending the rally at 
590,000 


The figure was a postwar 
high, exceeding last year’s 500,- 
000. The number of unions rep- 
resented totaled 140. 

Though the skies were 
gloomy there was an air of fes- 
tivity. The rally was more like 
a family outing as many wives 
and children joined in the celeb- 
rations. 

Participants in unending 
streams began gathering at the 
meeting site from early morn- 
ing, carrying red flags, union 
banners and placards. 

Rain, falling since late Wed- 
neaday night, let up at around 
6:30 a.m. 

The rally began at 8:30 a.m. 
and ended shortly after 11 a.m. 
Then the participants divided 
into five groups and paraded 
along different routes in the 
metropolis. 

The Metropolitan Police De- 
partment posted some 13,000 
policemen in Meiji Park ana 
along the routes of the demon 
stration parades, No incidents 
were reported.

OSAKA—Prime Minister No- 
busuke Kishi will deliver cam- 
paign speeches here today while 
Mosaburo Suzuki, chairman of 
the Socialist Party, will do tne 
same on Sunday and May 14. 

Kishi is scheduled to arrive at 
Osaka Airport from Tokyo at 
1085 a.m. today and speak at 
a Liberal-Democratic meeting at 
the Nakanoshima Hall at 1 p.m. 

He will be accompanied by 
Bamboku Ohno, vice president 
of the Liberal-Democratic Party; 
Kisaku Sato, chairman of the 
Executive Board; Takeo Miki, 
chairman of the Policy Board, 
and Finance Minister Hisato 
Ichimada. 

Kishi and his party will hold 
outdoor speech meetings in 
Osaka and at various places in 
Osaka Prefecture after the 
Nakanoshima Hall meeting. 

Extending their stumping 
tour to Shikoku, they will visit 
Matsuyama and Takamatsu. 
Then, they will cross the In- 
land Sea to visit Himeji and 
Kobe. 

They will be back In Osaka 
May 8 and return to Tokyo the 
same day by air. 

After a two-lay rest in To- 
kyo, Kishi and the leaders of 


his party will launch a 
campaigning tour of West 
ern Japan. They will visit 


Nagova May 10, Gifu and Otsu 
May 11 and Kyoto, 

On May 12, they are sched- 
uled to depart from Itazuke Alir- 
field for Fukuoka. After speak- 
ing in the two northern Kyushu 
cities of Yawata and Kokura 
May 13, Kishi and his party 
will spend a day in Yamaguchi. 
They will visit various places 
in Yamaguchi Prefecture in- 
cluding Tabuse, Kishi's birth- 
place, May 15. They are sched- 
uled to leave Iwakuni for To- 
kyo by air the next day, 

Meanwhile, Suzuki is sched- 
uled to arrive in Osaka by air 
at 5:45 pom. Sunday from Kyu- 
shu. He will attend a Socialist 
Party rally in Osaka that night 

He will make outdoor speech- 
es Monday morning and in the 
early afternoon and leave Osaka 
for Tokyo by air at 3:20 p.m. 

Returning to Osaka May 14, 
he will speak at a meet- 
ing that night.

Soft, Tough 
Words Mixed 
In Red Square 


MOSCOW (AP)—The Kremlin 
practically sheathed its sword 
Thureday at the big May Day 
parade it traditionally uses to 
show off ite military might. 

Minister of Defense Marshal 
Rodion Malinovsky struck the 


theme of “peace through 
strength” in his speech of the 
day. 

That was the theme the 


Kremlin obviously attempted to 
demonstrate in the modest dis- 
play of military hardware that 
rumbled across Red Square in 
front of Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev, his honored guest 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of the United Arab Republic 
and the top ieaders of the Soviet 
Government ranged atop the 
Lenin-Stalin Mausoieurn. 


The military part of the par- 
ade, which lasted less than 15 
minutes, was the shortest and 
least bellicose Soviet May Day 
parade in years. 


The Kremlin showed off no 
new rockets, no atomic guns, 
not even any big tanks. The 
fiy-past, if it had been schedul- 
ed, was canceled due to bad 
weather. - 


Malinovsky mixed soft words 
of peace with tougk words of 
strength in his 15minute 


spee 

He accused the West of doing 
everything in its power to pre 
vent an East-West summit con- 
ference which, he said, provided 
the only possible solution to the 
world’s problems. 

Malinovsky charged that the 
United States is threatening 
world peace by sending planes 
with atomic and hydrogen 
bombs toward the Soviet Union 
as part of its early warning de- 
fense system. 

The United States and Brit- 
ain, he said, are continuing the 
armaments race, conducting 
atomic and hydrogen bomb 
tests, building rocket bases in 
Western Europe and strength- 
ening the armed forces of West 
Germany—all at the risk of 
precipitating a world war. 

In the May Day parade itself 
the emphasis was obviously on 
the sports display and civilian 
demonstration in which an esti- 
mated one million Moscow resi- 
dents took part.

Moreover, the >. 4 
Liberal - Demo ® 
cratic Party ad- 
vocates revision of the Con 
stitution and the Socialist Party 
is opposed to a constitutiona: 
revision. However, the Liberal- 
Democratic Party does not in 
tend to make it an election 
issue because the problem is 
now being studied by the Con 
stitution Research Council. 


On domestic issues such as 
tax reduction and policies for 
the medium and smaller enter- 
prises, there is not such a big 
Rap between the _ election 
Pledges of the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic and Socialist Parties. 

It is in the realm of foreign 
policies and defense that the 
concrete policies of the two 
parties contradict one another 
like black and white. 

This is especially true of three 
points. 

The Liberal-Democratic Par- 
ty advocates:

It is regrettable indeed that 
there should be such a wide dif-

One of the factors that gave 
rise to this gap was the tendency 


unrealistic policies because it 
does not yet have the strength 
to occupy a majority in the Diet. 

However, the real problem 
lies in the fact that the critical 
power of the general public on 
diplomatic and defense issues is 
weak and so is the persuasive 
power of the two parties to- 
ward the public on the two is-

For one thing, defense prob 
lems should be studied from the 
angie of deterring war. But de 
bates in Japan are concentrat- 
ed on how the ravages of war 
could be averted when war 
breaks out.

Secondly, the Socialist Party

Sacco-V anzetti 
Governor Dies 


BOSTON, Mags. (AP)—Alvan 
T. Fuller, governor of Massa- 
chusetts during the world fam- 
ous Sacco-Vanzettl case, died of 
a heart attack Wednesday night 
while attending a downtown 
theater. He was 80 in February. 

Fuller attained prominence 
while serving his second term 
as governor when Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti, anar- 
chists, were sentenced to die in 
1927 for a payroll holdup mur- 
der committed seven years 
earlier. 


When appeals for clemency 
poured in from all parts of the 
world, Fuller investigat.d the 
case himself. Satisfied that the 
men had received a fair trial 
he refused to intervene. 

Sacco and Vanzetti, originally 
charged with murder in the 
shooting on April 15, 1920 of a 
shoe firm paymaster and guard, 
were first brought to trial May 
31, 1921. They were convicted 
July 14 the same year. 

Lengthy legal maneuvering 
followed but on April 9, 1927 the 
pair was sentenced to death. 
They died in the electric chair 
Fat, prison on Aug. 23,

Girard Says ‘Candy’

Former GI William Girard, who 
created an international in- 
cident when he shot and killed 
a Japanese woman, said Wed- 
nesday night his Japanese wife 
is expecting a child in August.

the field of disarmament.” 
Japan has endeavored with 
other countries to eniarge the 
Disarmament Commission so the 
Soviet Union might come back 
to the Commission, he said. As 
the result of the action by Japan 
and the other nations, he added, 
a resolution was adopted to en- 
large the Disarmament Commis. 
sion by 14 new members. 


But the Soviet Union was not 
satisfied with the enlargement, 
he said, and refused to with- 
draw its Nov. 4 declaration 
made at the 12th session of the 
U.N. General Assembly which 
made it clear that Russia had 
no intention to participating in 
the Disarmament Commission 
or its subcommittees. 


“Thus,” Fujiyama said, “dis- 
armament negotiations within 
the United Nations came to a 
complete standstill, as obvious- 
ly no headway could be made 
without the participation of the 
USSR, one of the principal pow- 
ers concerned in disarmament,” 


“Nevertheless,” he stressed, 
“the Japanese Government still 
holds that no efforts should be 
spared to bring the Soviet 
Union back to the fold.” 

He said the Japanese Govern- 
ment has carefully examined 
what steps. it should take as a 
member of the Disarmament 
Commission. 

“The Japanese Government 
has come to the conclusion that 
the Disarmament Commission 
should be convened to carry 
out whatever provisions of the 
abovementioned resolution that 
may be put Into practice and to 
make the best of this op 
portunity for examining meas- 
ures to persuade the USSR 
back to the Commission, there- 
by making it possible to resume 
disarmament negotiations with- 
in the United Nations.” 

Fujiyama sald the Japanese 
Government believes that the 
United Nations is the proper 
organ to deal with any disarma- 
ment problems. 

However, he added. Japan 
wholeheartedly supports § the 
holding of a summit conference 
and “earnestly desires that 
comprehensive preparations be 
promptly made for Ks suc 
cess ...with the expectation 
that talks In such a high-ievel 
conference would ease East- 
West tension, and, in con- 
sequence, would serve to over- 
come the present stalemate of 
disarmament negotiations and 
accelerate the resumption and 
progress of disarmament nego- 
tiations within the orbit of the 


United Nations.”

It is also effective 
against pneumococci, colitis 
germs and other germs. 


Reports on the results of 79 
clincial studies on the new anti 
biotic showed that tubercular 
patients showed remarkable im- 
provement in three or four 
months after taking the drug. 

The reports also said tha’ 
about 95 per cent of the acute 
cases of gonorrhea were com 
pletely cured by the use of this 
drug.

that Hinokithiol definitely sur- 
passes aureomycin and other 
authorized foodstuff preserving 
chemicals in length of effective- 
ness. 

They found that when pro- 
cessed with Hinokithiol, fish and 
shellfish remained fresh 48 to 50 
hours in a room under summer 
temperatures ranging from 75 
to 80 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Samples of the same food- 
stuffs, treated with aureomycin 
and other drugs, remained good 
only 24 to 48 hours, they found. 

Fishery industries welcome 
such a substitute for aureomy- 
cin, now permitted for use on a 
limited variety of fish, as well 
as ice and salt, to keep the fish 
fresh. 

Use of aureomycin is controll- 
ed because it creates resistance 
to the drug among those eating 
fish treated with it. 

Hinokithiol, a chemical com- 
eae was originally extracted 
rom the oil of Taiwan 
cypress by Prof. Tetsuo Nozoe 
of Tohoku University. Found 
to have a marked sterilizing 
power, the extract has been sub- 
jected to test for industrial use. 

The use of Hinokithiol in 
Japan is still subject to Govern- 
ment approval. 

However, Hinokithiol in 
minor quantities is considered 
harmiess to human beings be- 
cause the bark of the Hinoki 
variety of trees is commonly 
used in Southeast Asia as medi- 
cine for fever and diarrhea. 
Hinoki trees grow abundantly 
in Japan.

Tokyo Police Use Gadget 
For Handwriting Analysis 


By GYO HANI 


The Metropolitan Police have 
adopted an electronic machine 
for more scientific handwriting 
analysis. 

The machine, temporarily 
called a writing pressure meter, 
has just been completed by the 
Yamakoshi Manufacturing Co. 
of Tokyo and was tested at the 
Metropolitan Police Department 
Laboratory. 

Kinichi Machida, chief engi- 
neer of the laboratory, told The 
Japan Times after the test that 
the machine’s operation was 
satisfactory. He said the Metro- 
politan Police Department will 
be the first police force in the 
world to employ such a machine 
for handwriting analysis. 

Dr. Hitoshi Aiba, professor of 
‘medical psychology at the me- 
idical school of Keio University 
and lecturer at Waseda Univer- 
sity, who introduced the idea to 
the police and designed the ma- 
chine, was also present at the 
testing. 

Dr. Aiba said there are two 
chies for handwriting analysis 
——the form of a letter used by 
and the pressure one gives in 
writing the letter. He said the 
machine amplifies the subtle dif- 
ference in writing pressure and 
shows it on a diagram.

Tokai Air Strata 
Poses Threat 


MITO (Kyodo) —Officials of 
the Atomic Energy Research In- 
stitute at Tokai fear that a pecu- 
liar atmospheric phenomena 
over the area which prevents 
the dispersion of radioactivity 
in the air may cause harm to 
local residents. 

The atmosphere over Tokal 
has been found to contain an 
“air temperature inversion stra- 
ta” whose temperature rises as 
the altitude increases, and this 
generates a mist which acts as 
an umbrella to prevent radioac- 
tive air from breaking through 
to higher altitudes and dispers- 


ng. 

AERI officials said radioactive 
air keeps floating underneath 
the “air temperature inversion 
Strata” and will eventually 
cause radioactive hazards. 

Shortage of funds has so far 
prevented AERI from conduct- 


radioactive hazards that will 
increase as big power reactors 
ejecting large amounts of radio- 
activity come into operation in 
the future.

Nisei Congressman Says 
Brazil Wants Immigrants

The head of a visiting Brazi- 
lian Congressional good will mis- 
sion yesterday voiced optimism 
for future Japanese emigration 
to Brazii. 

Yukishige Tamura, Social. 
Democrat member of the lower 
house, said at a press conference 
here that Drazil is “still looking 
forward to Japanese immigrants, 
though we have accepted them 
for the past half century.” 

The 43-year-old Congressman, 
son of a Japan immigrant him- 
self, continued: 

“Brazil has vast lands and 
plenty of resources but lacks 
technical know-how and an ade- 
quate labor force. Japan is just 
contrary to it.” 

He further said, “the sign- 
ing of a contract to establish 
the Minas Iron Mill in eastern 
Brazil with Japanese capital and 
technical assistance was the 
most impressive event that I 
had ever witnessed in my 10 
years of political life.” 

Under the contract, Brazil is 
inducing $80 million worth of

Japanese Films 


‘Yajikita 


Dochuki —

Por one reason or another, 
the Japenese classics don't of- 
ten get filmed. Genji has appear- 
ec only @ relatively few times 
and the Heike clan is weually 
geen through 4 fog of latter-day 

terpretations. Salkaky scarce- 
ly ever reaches the screen and 
Chikamaten is usually pretty 
battered up by the time he gets 
there. 


An exception to this 
Tule is Toho'’s new musical ver- 
sion of “Yajikita Dochuk!" now 
playing at the Chiyoda Cekijo, 
and other Toho chain theaters, 
which is based on the 14th-cen- 
tury novel of Juppensha ixku. 
One of Japan's very few picares- 
que novels, it tells the story 
of Yajiro and Kitahachi, two 
rakes from Ede who make a 
journey along the Tokaido and 
get into various edcventures. 
The book itself is enormously 
funny (i forget its translated 
English title) and reads rather 

as though Smollett had rewrit- 
ten “The Canterbury Tales.” 

Certainiy, it is just as ribaid 
as the latter and has most of 
the helters«kelter quality of the 
piceresque school at its best. It 
opens in a whorehouse, ends in 
bed, and in between the humor 
continually turns om the entire 
fodlishness of entire human 
race. 

The film version, though mak- 
ing 2 number of concessions, 
remains surprisingly true 
the original and every effort at 
cleaning up the novel “to make 
it ft for family consumption” 
has been, T am pleased to say, 
firmly resiated. 

Thus, we still get the horse 
that breaks wind; the very fun 
ny scene where Yafiro and Kr 
tahechi, in bed together, dream 
that the other is his wife; the 
turtles in the fundoshi; and the 
entire section about the Kabuki 
oyama. 

This is the funniest section of 
the film, just as it is the fum 
niest section of the book. Orig: 
inally, both mistake him for a 
woman and Yajiro siy!y slips 
into the same bath, with dire 
results. Later, the oyama saves 
them from a crowd of Irate car- 
penters on the condition that 
they will act in the evening pres- 
entation.

‘The Sheepman’ 


“The Sheepman,” opening 
Saturday at the Hibiya Theater, 
is a rather interesting example 
of a genre now rarely seen: the 
comedy-W estern. The form 
seemed to have had lost all of 
its virility im the Iily-white 
hands of Gene Autry and Roy 
Rogers and, coincidentally, it 
suffered a crushing blow when 
the Westerns became sociolog!- 
cal and arty, creating a loss of 
perspective which quite lost 
their sense of humor. 

Im this sense, then, “The 
Sheenpman™ is a throwback, and 
2 most welcome one it is. 
Though Glenn Ford enters the 
sleepy little Western town un- 
known and a stranger, it very 
soon develops that he is on no 


more portentous errand than 
wanting to settle down and 
raise sheep. 

This, however, upsets the 
town dreadfully because “this 
is all cow country, stranger.” 
The disturbed gentry try all 
kinds of stratagems to get rid 
of the sheepman, to which 
Shirley MacLaine lends an un- 
willing if fetching hand. 

It all comes out all right but 
not as one would have expect- 
ed and in between there is lots 
of comedy including some splen- 
did brawls. If you don’t like 
Westerns any more than I do, 
you'll probably be entertained. 
if, however, you atlore the 
genre, then you will probably 
go away feeling vaguely insult- 
ed—which is a good thing.—D.R.

Out for More Marks 


MELBOURNE (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Australia’s young swimmers 
have broken 35 world records 
since Jan. 1, yet swimming 
coaches here say “we are only 
just beginning.” 

The Australian coaches be- 
lieve some world record are go- 
ing to topple, over middle and 
long distance, particularly, the 
times can be reduced a lot. 

Several members of Aus- 
tralia’s 18-strong Empire Games 
team are expected to create 
more world records at Cardiff 
in July. 

One feature of the recent flood 
of new world records set by 
Australians has been the fact 
that they have broken metric 
records although swimming 
longer distances measured in 
yards, 

The 800 meters swim is nearly 
six yards farther than 800 
yards.. Yet the “boy wonder” 
Jon Konrads broke both records 
in one swim, in which he went 
on to set new world times for 
1,500 meters and 1,650 yards. 

All these Australian records 
are subject to approval by the 
International Swimming Federa- 
tion, but this seems a mere for- 
mality. 

In an effort to find out how 
fast a swimmer can get, a team 
of experts—a doctor, two promi- 
nent coaches and a well-known 
swimming official were asked: 

Are we approaching the limit 
in swimming times? 


Are our young stars in dan- 
ger of overstraining themselves? 

All agreed that much better 
world record times could be set 
for distances from 400 meters 
to a mile. All declined to name 
an eventual limit for any event. 

Two coaches, Frank Guthrie 
and Forbes Carlile believe that 
by the Rome Olympics in 1960 
the men’s 400 meters and 440 
yards records will be below 4 
minutes 20 seconds, and the 
women’s down to 4 minutes 40 
seconds. 

At present Konrads’ world 
times for 400 meters and 440 
yards is 4 minutes 21.8 seconds. 

The women’s 440 yards world 
record is held by Australian 
Lorraine Crapp with a time of 
4 minutes 486 seconds. The 
vacant world standard for 400 
meters is 4 minutes 47.2 seconds. 

Guthrie said two 12-year-old 
New South Wales swimmers, 
Peter Phelps and Robert Win- 
dle, recently swam remarkable 
times for their age, yet their 
performances were almost un- 
noticed, 

They clocked 5 minutes W 


seconds and 5 minutes 11 sec 
onds, respectively, in the under- 
14 state 440 yards tities. At 
this age, even the amazing Jon 
Konrads was two to three sec 
onds slower, Guthrie said. 


“This shows the standard is 


getting higher all the time,” 
Guthrie said. 
The doctor does not believe 


young swimmers endanger their 
health undergoing tough traan- 
ing courses. 


A well-known Australian 
swimming official, W. Berge 
Phillips, said that helped by 
scientific methods swimmers 
will continue to improve world 
times. 

“No Ome can say just what 
times they will get down to,” 
he said. 

“Swimming is the only sport 
in the world where children 
can compete on equal terms 
with adults,” he said “This is 
shown throughout the world by 
the fact that boys and girls in 
their early teens are winning 
international championships and 
setting world records, 

“isa and Jon Konrads (13 
and 15 years of age respective 
ly) bear this out,” he said, 

Swimming coach Carlile said 
further world records, not only 
in Australia, but throughout the 
world, were certain. 

But, he added, swimmers had 
almost reached the limit in 
training methods. 

“Conditioning is one of the 
main factors to world times be- 
ing recorded. 

“The reason children are now 
doing such wonderful times is 
that they can do such vast 
amounts of training without any 
trouble. 


“The high standard of ¢o- 
ordination in a young person 
is the main reason they can do 
a lot of training. 

“Jon and Iisa Konrads are 
not much stronger than any 
other swimmer of their age, 
but they have wonderful co 
ordination and endurance which 
puts them well ahead of the 
rest,” he said. 

Recent performances  indi- 
cate Australian swimmers could 
wih gold medals in most of 
the Empire Games swimming 
events at Cardiff. 

Only in the women’s 110 
yards backstroke do their 
chances seem hopeless. This 
event should mean aie gold 
medal for British girls Judy 
Grinham or Margaret Edwards, 


who finished first and second 
in the 1956 Olympic Games 100

Profits earned by them during 
the period under review ag- 
gregated ¥30.952 million as 
against ¥33,185 million in the 
previous six-month é 
showing a decline of 6.7 per 
cent. 


Of the 76 firms, 55 will main- 
tain their present dividend 
rates for the coming half-year 
period while 19 others will re- 
duce the rates. 


One firm will pay no dividends 
during the coming term. The 
only firm which will raise its di- 
vidend rate is Nisseki (Japan Pe- 
troleum). 


.In general, the statistics show- 
ed that electric power, machi- 
nery, real estate and a few other 
firms scored increased profits 
and that most other industries 
were in bad shape.

MANILA (AP)—A Japanese 
trade delegation was to leave 
for Singapore Thursday after 
promising that Japan was eager 
and able to furnish the Philip- 
pines with vast supplies of 
spare auto parts.

In many of the second-guessing attempts to explain the 
business recession current in most of the industrial coun- 


tries, a commonly seen term is “overproduction.” 


But 


when we look at some of the areas of the globe where 
millions of people barely have the primitive essentials for 


life. we wonder. 


Can produc 


tion ever become “over?” 


The only trouble, of course, is that these people don't 
have the wherewithal to purchase the products of our fac- 
tories. They have the basic ingredients in natural resources 
and hurhan labor, but these need development before they 
can be translated into a medium of exchanges. 

So the obvious line of action for a producing country 
like Japan is to seek such development, which will result 
in creating new markets to absorb our goods. 


This may be easier said 


than done. It has certainly 


heen said often enough in recent years—by politicians, 


world statesmen and businessmen alike. 


Prime Minister 


Kishi is one of those spokesmen, but his grand plan for 
economic development in Southeast Asia unfortunately re- 


mains only a plan. 


Perhaps the scope of Mr. Kishi'’s program was too 


large, making it appear too expensive. 


The same results

Pro-Nasser Policy 


U.S. Shift Toward Better Relations 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (Kyodo 
UP)—U.S. diplomats fear that 
the distinct and mutual dislike 
between U.S. Secretary of Staie 
John Foster Dulles and UAK 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
might compromise the U.S. 
State Department's policy shift 
trying to get along with the 
Cairo strongman. 

But one authoritative source 
here said that Dulles was a big 
enough man to overcome any 
personal antagonisms in _ for- 
mulating policy. 

In any case, the sudden shift 
in US. policy came as the re 
sult of a long struggle fought 
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by U.S. diplomats in the Mid- 
die East to get the U.S. State 
Department to change its 
mainly anti-Nasser policy. 

American diplomats on the 
spot opposed most of the State 
Department's post Suez policy. 
They recommended ending the 
freeze of Egyptian dollar ac- 
counts in the United States, the 
interruption of CARE food 
package shipments, refusal to 
grant export licenses for many 
items destined for Egypt and 
Syria and other measures. 

As recently as th months 
ago, Dulles was relably re 
ported to have squashed plans 
for having U.S. United Nations 
delegate Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., 
visit Nasser. The visit Was sug- 
gested by U.S. ambassador in 
Cairo Reymond Hare. 

Neither Britain nor France 
Were expected to follow the 
U.S. lead in seeking better rela- 
tions with Nasser. ; 

The change was decided 
several weeks after Nasser an- 
nounced he was setting up the 
UAR. 

The State Department moved 
into high gear and decided to 
get the new policy rolling be- 
fore Nasser’s visit to the Soviet 
Union. 

Under the new policy the 
U.S. is expected to drop most 
of the restrictive measures im 
posed since the Suez crisis, 

Itt might even include 


eventual resumption of U.S. aid 
to Nasser if he shows some sign 
of reciprocating. 


For this reason the U3. 
State Department is reported to 
be watching Nasser’s Moscow 
trip closely for any anti-Ameri- 
ean outbursts. If it looks like 
Nasser does not want better 
relations with the United States, 
the State Department can 4al- 
ways reverse its position, one 
source said. 


But the change—described by 
one source as just one move in 
a gradual step by step develop. 
ment—will give Nasser apn 
anchor to windward in the 
West if he wants i during his 
Moscow visit. 


That knowledge may give 
Nasser a better bargaining 
position and keep him from 
overcommitting himself to the 
Soviets, the source added. 

The policy already is arousing 
opposition among anti-Nasser 
leaders in Jordan, Iraq and 
Lebanon who have been in- 
formed of the new U.S. ap- 
proach by American diplomats, 
the source said. 

But it is felt that the pro- 
Nasser policy will not com- 
promise U.S. aid to these na- 
tions and may even help heai 
the wound between the two 
Arab blocs.

It will mean, I believe, that 
since things will not stand still 
and that as the new generation, 
the post-postwar generation, 
comes forward and the Angry 
Old Men of Diplomacy subside, 
the relative importance both of 
Moscow and of Washington will 
decline. We are at least at the 
heginning of the end of the post- 
war era when political power 
was polarized around the two 
great survivors of World War Il. 

I do not know this but I be- 
lieve that this is the fact inside 
the Communist orbit. The in- 
fluence of Moscow in Warsaw, 
in Belgrade, in Peiping, may 
rise or fall from time to time 
but its general trend is down- 
ward. There is no doubt, I think, 
that the decline of the impor- 
tance of the United States is 
one of the great facts within 
the non-Communist world. The 
anti-Americanism which is such 
a big political phenomenon is 
no doubt a complex of many 
feelings but the core of it, I 
think, is not a rebellion against 
our power and our leadership 
but resentment that we expect 
to be treated as if our power 
and our leadership (relatively 
speaking) were what they were 
in the postwar years.

The latter figure would be 
less than 10,000 watts. The 
President's committee in its 
March 26 report also inserted 
this sentence: “In some ways, 
indeed, it appeirs that it will 
be easier to send a clear radio 
message between Mars and the 
earth than between New York 
and Tokyo.” 

Even if 200,000 watts should 
be needed, that amount of power 
could be created by hooking two 
automobile engines to a genera- 
tor. So the difficulties of space 
radio are in no way proportion- 
al to the enormous distances. 

The broadcasts referred to are 
the type of thin-band transmis- 
sion from which scientists get 
instrument readings. To get 
full-range voice or TV transmis- 
sion over the same distances 
would require about 1,500 times 
as much power. 

Requirements, however, have 
been placed so low that even 
when multiplied by 1,500 they 
are not necessarily beyond the 
possibility of achievement-—par- 
ticularly since power relay step- 
ups could be floated as satellites 
in space. 

A satellite relay step-up, for 
example, theoretically could be 
placed in an orbit one light year 
from the sun. Such a vehicle 
would take about 500,000 years 
to travel once around the sun, 
but nevertheless would stay in 
its orbit—it would have no rea- 
son for going anywhere else. 

The solutions now offered for 
broadcasting through space are 
amazing when set against a lead- 
ing rocket scientist's prediction 
of a few years ago that the liml- 
tation on sending research mis- 
siles into the upper atmosphere 
would be the strength of the 
radio telemetry that could be 
developed for getting messages 
back to earth.

Kusuo Kitamura 
Manager of the Japanese Swim- 
ming Team in the Asian Games. 


Kusuo Kitamura, winner of 
the 1,500-meter free style in the 
Los Angeles Olympics, has been 
chosen to head the Japanese 
swimming team in the coming 
Asian Games. It is 26 years 


since he splashed into headlines 
in 1932 at 


the Los Angeles 
Olympics and 
initiated 


Japanese swim- 
mers. 

As manager 
of the Japanese 
swimming team, 
10-year-old Kita- 
mura says: “I 
hope our team 
will make a good 
showing deserv- 
Kitamura ing of a nation 
of swimmers. My duty is to 
help our team do its best.” 

He assumed the chairmanship 
of the Swimming Race Commit- 
tee of the Japan Swimming Lea- 
gue early last year when form- 
er League chairman Masaji Ta- 
bata and six directors walked 
out of the swimming orgniza- 
tion. A man of firm and logical 
character, Kitamura has success- 
fully led the league’s board of 
directors. 


Kitamura won the 1,500-meter 
free stvie when he was a 14-year- 
old third-year student of the Ko- 
chi Commercial School. His 
Olympic record lasted for 20 
say until it was broken by 

ord Konno (U.S.) In the Hel- 
sinki Olympics in 1952. Even 
while in training camp, he did 
not neglect his studies, and was 
often to be seen looking up 
some word in an English dic 
tionary by the pool. 


After graduation from the 
Third Higher School and Tokyo 
University, Kitamura entered 
the Mitsui Bussan Co. Then 
war came along and he went 
through some bitter experi- 
ences on the Burmese front 
where he served as an artillery 
officer of the now defunct Japa- 
nese army. 


After demobilization, Kita- 
mura joined the staff of the 
Central Labor Relations Com- 
mission on the recommendation 
of the late Dr. Izutaro Suehiro, 
former chairman of the Japan 
Swimming League. His main 
duties as chief of the Third 
Mediation Section include han- 
cling of complicated labor- 
management issues. Extreme- 
ly heavy pressure of business 
prevented him from joining the 
swimming organization until 
last year. Even at present, he 
regrets that he is too busy to 
work as much as he would like 
to for the cause of swimming. 


Many difficult jobs face Kita- 
mura with the powerful Austra- 
lian swimming team expected 
in Japan in August following 
the Asian Games and with the 
Rome Olympics scheduled for 
1969.
